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- Ceasefire In Vietnam? 


(FROM THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 


Reports — unconfirmed but persistent — that North Vietnam 


may propose a ceasefire raise a number of extraordinarily in- 
teresting and difficult questions. Such a step could confront both 
Washington and Saigon with numerous hard-to-decide problems. 


Obviously, any and all steps taken by Hanoi have a single pur- 


pose — to further North Vietnam's determination to achieve, sooner 
or later, by this means or that, a unified country under its control. 
This is understandable, it is inevitable, and it is certainly the first 
consideration in any Washington-Saigon assessment of what a 
ceasefire would mean. 


Prom the American point of view there are, unmistakably, both 


advantages and disadvantages in a ceasefire. On the plus side, it 
would end the killing.probably increase the chances of worthwhile 
deliberations at Paris, and be an indirect confession by Hanoi that it 
sees no early military victory. On the negative side would be the 
difficulty of policing such an agreement (against, for example, 
unhampered infiltration from the north), the solidifying of Com- 
munist control in areas occupied, and the possibility that the present 
Vietnamization program would come to a halt. 


It is just as clear, however, that Washington would find it vir- 


tually impossible to refuse to go along with a standstill even if it 
wished to. Nor, indeed, should it. The search for peace is so vital, the 
previous opportunities to achieve it so obscure, that any such major 
break in the course of the war must be seized and utilized. 


Furthermore, if Hanoi were to make such a proposal, it might 


not be wholly tactical or strategic, it could go beyond this. It might 
quite possibly be an indication that North Vietnam is seriously 
concerned over the future course of events, over its ability to win 
militarily (even after further American withdrawals) and over the 
undoubted cost which the long struggle is exacting. If this is the case, 
it would, hopefully, increase the prospects for some fruitful 
bargaining at Paris. 


Technically, under the conditions which prevail in South Viet- 


nam, the policing of a ceasefire would be immensely difficult. This is 
true, above all, in areas where there is no clear line of physical 
control by either side. But,all problems and challenges involving 
Vietnam seem to be thornier than they are elsewhere, thus difficulty 
itself should be no permanent barrier against a standstill in the 
fighting. 


The American withdrawal continues, but there is presently no 


progress on the negotiation front. A ceasefire, with all its problems, 
would at the very least give the world a new opportunity for talking.

WASHINGTON — Ominous 


complaints have reached the 
Pentagon 
that 
chemical 


defoliants used in Vietnam may 
have caused tragic deformities 
in Vietnamese babies. 


The Pentagon wants to shut its 


eyes and close its ears to this 
new horror of the war. But 
despite official denials to this 
column, it is an absolute fact 
that such reports are in Defense 
Department files. 


The reports do not offer final 


proof that dumping defoliants on 
rain-forest 
women 
causes 


deformed 
babies 
in 
the 


Thalidomide pattern. Never- 
theless, it is worth pointing out 
that the makers of Thalidomide, 
cigarettes and birth-control pills 
all scoffed initially at warnings 
of damage to the human body. 


Up to now, as much as 20 per 


cent of South Vietnam's jungle 
and woodland has been sprayed 
at least once to open up Viet 
Cong hiding places.Under the 
picturesque code name "Ranch 
Hand," American planes have 
poured chemicals on vegetation 
and village alike. 


Two days after spraying, the 


leaves turn color as in some 
hideously speeded-up autumn. A 
few weeks later, they drop to the 
ground. The defoliants also have 
been rained on thousands of 
acres of crops to kill food grown 
for the Viet Cong. 


In the process, innocent 


women and children have been 
subjected to the chemical 
cloudburst. The Pentagon would 
like to make it sound as healthy 
as 
a 
Lifebuoy 
shower. 


Questioned by this column, 
spokesmen sneered at the 
reports of deformities. But 
scientific data lately gives the 
military drumbeaters a hollow 
sound. 


DEFORMITIES IN RODENTS 


For 
example, 
President 


Nixon's science adviser, Dr. Lee 
DuBridge, recently told of 
laboratory tests of "2, 4, 5-T," 
the sprays used widely in 
Vietnam to defoliate trees and 
shrubs. 


"Offspring of mice and rats 


given relatively large oral doses 
of the herbicide during early 
stages of pregnancy showed a 
higher than expected number of 
deformities," 
said DuBridge. 


DuBridge cautiously added 


that although human harm was 
improbable, the herbicide's use 
was being banned or curtailed hi 
a large number of areas, in- 
cluding use on people. The 
Pentagon, of course, asserted it 
never had a policy of defoliating 
people, anyway. 


Secretary of Defense Mel 


Laird has emphasized that no 


incidents of verified "malfor- 
med births from defoliation are 
known." 


While 
the 
"unverified" 


reports on Vietnam babies 
continue to trickle in to the 
Pentagon, Sen. Lee Metcalf, D- 
Mont., is wondering what large- 
scale use of defoliants may be 
doing closer to home. He has 
begun a staff investigation of the 
defoliation of the Canadian-U. S. 
boundary. Specifically, he wants 
to know whether it is poisoning 
plants, animal life and streams. 


ON OUR OWN BOUNDARIES 


This column has obtained 


State Department documents 
showing that a 20-foot swath 
1,305 miles long has been 
defoliated with "picloram," 
manufactured by Dow Chemical 
under the name "Tordon 101." It 
is also used in Vietnam. 


The Alaskan boundary and 


part of the U. S. boundary with 
Canada 
is 
sprayed 
by 


helicopter, the State Depart 
ment acknowledges. This, of 
course, 
means 
that 
the 


chemicals sift down into lakes 
and other water sources. 


The chemicals already have 


been detected in waters of the 
Waterton National Park, the 
Canadian counterpart to Glacier 
National Park. The State 
Department 
hedges 
on 


picloram's safety, saying there 
is no evidence it is "directly" 
damaging. 


But 
a 
more 
impartial 


scientist, Prof. Richard M. 
Klein, botanist at the University 
of Vermont, has given a con- 
fidential assessment to the 
Vermont State legislature. 


"Picloram is lethal to small 


animals such as mice, rabbits 
and guinea pigs in relatively 
large amounts," wrote Klein. 
Rainbow trout, bass and even 
blue gills die under long ex- 
posure to Tordon 11. Danger is 
heightened when the chemical is 
mixed with another v/eed and 
plant killer for the mKture "will 
quickly 
kill 
sheep." 


These interactions, warns the 


Klein report, call for "extreme 
caution" because the sheep 
deaths raise "questions of its 
safety for animal life, not ex- 
cluding man." Britain, he ad- 
ded, bans the stuff. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
Defense 


Department continues to rain 
.down the potential baby- 
deformers on Vietnam, as the 
Agriculture Department drags 
its feet on restricting 2, 4, 5-T. 


And the U. S., in cooperation 


with Canada, dumps Tordon 101 
on plants, annuals and water 
sources along our boundary 
without more than the faintest 
idea of what it will do to our 
environments.

Long Shadows Show

NEW YORK (AP) — Many 


economists saw their shadows 
today. 


Rising from piles of statistics, 


they noted that the very sun- 
shine that warmed the nests of 
Americans for several years 
was now brewing a dark and 
troubling 
storm. 
If 
not 


frightened, they were disturbed. 


The bad news, they noted, is a 


compound of an economic ex- 
pansion that is slowing almost to 
a halt simultaneously with an 
acceleration in the rate of price 
increases — a somewhat un- 
foreseen and completely un- 
sought complicity of factors. 


A slowdown is far more 


tolerable if prices decline at the 
same time. In this slowdown, 
any prospect of price stability is 
apparently a distant one. The 
consensus seems to be that few 
declines will occur for several 
months. 


This means that while the 


ability of Americans to maintain 
their 
standards 
is 
being 


weakened — in the extreme, by 
factors such as layoffs — the evil 
of rising prices is making their 
job even more difficult. 


It is easy, however, to look at 


the shadow and forget that it 
couldn't be cast without the sun. 
There are bright areas of the 
picture: 


More Americans are better off 


than ever 
before; 
unem- 


ployment is near what some 
economists 
feel 
is 
the 


minimum; most goods are in 
abundant supply; the middle 
class continues to expand with 
graduates from the lower ranks.

While goods are available,

necessarily depend on finding 
that basic disorder. Only then 
can high blood pressure be 
properly kept in check. 


From a technical point of 


view, physicians think of high 
blood pressure, or hyperten- 
sion, as being of two types. 
Organic hypertension may be 
traced to condition* that in- 
volve the circulatory system, 
the kidneys, and the hormone 
or endocrine, system. Atten- 
tion, therefore, is devoted to 
these organs and corrected 
whenever possible. The other 
type of hypertension ia known 
as the "essential" type. By far 
the largest group falls into 
this category. 


There was a time not many 


years ago when high blood 
pressure caused a considerable 
amount of concern. Today, 
with many of the remarkable 
drugs that are available, with 
rigid dietary control, with loss 
of weight, and with the ab- 
sence of tobacco, many cases 
of hypertension can be kept 
in excellent control and freed 
from the threat of complica- 
tions. 


Anxiety about high blood 


pressure needs the constant re- 
assurance of the doctor. This 
>s most important, because too 
many people with' this condi- 
tion unnecessarily live in the 
world of terror «nd even pat- 
tern their lives around a con- 
dition whose aeriouaneM must 
b« recognised and treated but 
should not destroy their per- 
sonal happiness.

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Ceasefire In Vietnam? 


(FROM THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 
Reports — unconfirmed but persistent — that North Vietnam 
may propose a ceasefire raise a number of extraordinarily in­ 
teresting and difficult questions Such a step could confront both 
Washington and Saigon with numerous hard-to-decide problems. 
Obviously, any and all steps taken by Hanoi have a single pur­ 
pose — to further North Vietnam’s determination to achieve, sooner 
or later, by this means or that, a unified country under its control. 
This is understandable, it is inevitable, and it is certainly the first 
consideration in any Washington-Saigon assessment of what a 
ceasefire would mean. 


From the American point of view- there are, unmistakably, both 
advantages and disadvantages in a ceasefire. On the plus side, it 
would end the killing,probably increase the chances of worthwhile 
deliberations at Paris, and be an indirect confession by Hanoi that it 
sees no early military victory’. On the negative side would be the 
difficulty of policing such an agreement (against, for example, 
unhampered infiltration from the north), the solidifying of Com­ 
munist control in areas occupied, and the possibility that the present 
Vietnamization program would come to a halt. 


It is just as clear, however, that Washington would find it vir­ 
tually impossible to refuse to go along with a standstill even if it 
wished to. Nor, indeed, should it. The search for peace is so vital, the 
previous opportunities to achieve it so obscure, that any such major 
break in the course of the war must be seized and utilized. 


Furthermore, if Hanoi were to make such a proposal, it might 
not be wholly tactical or strategic, it could go beyond this It might 
quite possibly be an indication that North Vietnam is seriously 
concerned over the future course of events, over its ability’ to win 
militarily (even after further American withdrawals) and over the 
undoubted cost which the long struggle is exacting. If this is the case, 
it would, hopefully, increase the prospects for some fruitful 
bargaining at Paris. 


Technically, under the conditions which prevail in South Viet­ 
nam, the policing of a ceasefire would be immensely difficult. This is 
true, above all, in areas where there is no clear line of physical 
control by either side. But.all problems and challenges involving 
Vietnam seem to be thornier than they are elsewhere, thus difficulty 
itself should be no permanent barrier against a standstill in the 
fighting. 


The American withdrawal continues, but there is presently no 
progress on the negotiation front. A ceasefire, with all its problems, 
would at the very least give the world a new opportunity for talking.

WASHINGTON — Ominous 
complaints have reached the 
Pentagon 
that 
chem ical 
defoliants used in Vietnam may 
have caused tragic deformities 
in Vietnamese babies 
The Pentagon wants to shut its 
eyes and close its ears to this 
new horror of the war. But 
despite official denials to this 
column, it is an absolute fact 
that such reports are in Defense 
Department files. 
The reports do not offer final 
proof that dumping defoliants on 
rain-forest 
women 
causes 
deformed 
babies 
in 
the 
Thalidom ide pattern. N ever­ 
theless. it is worth pointing out 
that the makers of Thalidomide, 
cigarettes and birth-control pills 
all scoffed initially at warnings 
of damage to the human body. 
Up to now. as much as 20 per 
cent of South Vietnam’s jungle 
and woodland has been sprayed 
at least once to open up Viet 
Cong hiding places.Under the 
picturesque code name “ Ranch 
Hand.’’ American planes have 
poured chemicals on vegetation 
and village alike. 
Two days after spraying, the 
leaves turn color as in some 
hideously speeded-up autumn A 
few weeks later, they drop to the 
ground The defoliants also have 
been rained on thousands of 
acres of crops to kill food grown 
for the Viet Cong. 
In 
the 
process, 
innocent 
women and children have been 
subjected 
to the chem ical 
cloudburst. The Pentagon would 
like to make it sound as healthy 
as 
a 
Lifebuoy 
shower. 
Questioned by this column, 
spokesm en sneered at 
the 
reports of deform ities. But 
scientific data lately gives the 
military drumbeaters a hollow 
sound. 


DEFORMITIES IN RODENTS 
For 
exam ple, 
President 
Nixon’s science adviser, Dr. Lee 
DuBridge, recently told of 
laboratory tests of “2, 4, 5-T,” 
the sp rays used widely in 
Vietnam to defoliate trees and 
shrubs. 
“ Offspring of mice and rats 
given relatively large oral doses 
of the herbicide during early 
stages of pregnancy showed a 
higher than expected number of 
deformities,” said DuBridge. 
DuBridge cautiously 
added 
that although human harm was 
improbable, the herbicide’s use 
was being banned or curtailed in 
a large number of areas, in­ 
cluding use on people. 
The 
Pentagon, of course, asserted it 
never had a policy of defoliating 
people, anyway. 
Secretary 
of Defense 
Mel 
Laird has emphasized that no 


incidents of verified “ malfor­ 
med births from defoliation are 
known.” 
While 
the 
“ unverified” 
reports on Vietnam babies 
continue to trickle in to the 
Pentagon, Sen. Lee Metcalf, D- 
Mont., is wondering what large- 
scale use of defoliants may be 
doing closer to home. He has 
begun a staff investigation of the 
defoliation of the Canadian-U. S 
boundary. Specifically, he wants 
to know whether it is poisoning 
plants, animal life and streams 


ON OUR OWN BOUNDARIES 
This column has 
obtained 
State Department documents 
showing that a 20-foot swath 
1,305 m iles long has been 
defoliated with “ picloram ,” 
manufactured by Dow Chemical 
under the name “ Tordon 101.” It 
is also used in Vietnam. 
The Alaskan boundary and 
part of the U. S. boundary with 
Canada 
is 
sprayed 
by 
helicopter, the State Depart­ 
ment acknowledges. This, of 
course, 
m eans 
that 
the 
chemicals sift down into iakes 
and other water sources 
The chemicals already have 
been detected in waters of the 
Waterton National Park, the 
Canadian counterpart to Glacier 
National 
Park. 
The 
State 
Departm ent 
hedges 
on 
picioram’s safety, saying there 
is no evidence it is “ directly” 
damaging. 
But 
a 
more 
im partial 
scientist, Prof. Richard M. 
Klein, botanist at the University 
of Vermont, has given a con­ 
fidential assessm en t to the 
Vermont State legislature. 
“ Picloram is lethal to small 
animals such as mice, rabbits 
and guinea pigs in relatively 
large amounts,” wrote Klein. 
Rainbow trout, bass and even 
blue gills die under long ex­ 
posure to Tordon 11. Danger is 
heightened when the chemical is 
mixed with another weed and 
plant killer for the mi\ture “ will 
quickly 
kill 
sheep.” 
These interactions, warns the 
Klein report, call for “ extreme 
caution” 
because 
the 
sheep 
deaths raise “ questions of its 
safety for animal life, not ex­ 
cluding man.” Britain, he ad­ 
ded, bans the stuff. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Defense 
Department continues to rain 
.down 
the 
potential 
baby- 
deformers on Vietnam, as the 
Agriculture Department drags 
its feet on restricting 2, 4, 5-T. 
And the U. S., in cooperation 
with Canada, dumps Tordon 101 
on plants, animals and water 
sources along our 
boundary 
without more than the faintest 
idea of what it will do to our 
environments.

NEW YORK (AP) — Many 
economists saw their shadows 
today. 
Rising from piles of statistics, 
they noted that the very sun­ 
shine that warmed the nests of 
Americans for several years 
was now brewing a dark and 
troubling 
storm . 
If 
not 
frightened, they were disturbed 
The bad news, they noted, is a 
compound of an economic ex­ 
pansion that is slowing almost to 
a halt simultaneously with an 
acceleration in the rate of price 
increases — a somewhat un­ 
foreseen and completely 
un­ 
sought complicity of factors. 
A slowdown is far m ore 
tolerable if prices decline at the 
same time. In this slowdown, 
any prospect of price stability is 
apparently a distant one. The 
consensus seems to be that few’ 
declines will occur for several 
months. 
This means that while the 
ability of Americans to m aintain 
their 
stan d ard s 
is 
being 
weakened — in the extreme, by 
factors such as layoffs — the evil 
of rising prices is making their 
job even more difficult. 
It is easy, however, to look at 
the shadow and forget that it 
couldn’t be cast without the sun. 
There are bright areas of 'the' 
picture: 
More Americans are better off 
than 
ever 
before; 
unem ­ 
ployment is near what some 
econom ists 
feel 
is 
the 
minimum; most goods are in 
abundant supply; the middle 
class continues to expand with 
graduates from the lower ranks 
But there are great patches of 
grey: 
While goods are available, 
services that range from g ar­ 
bage collecting to medical aid 
often a re lacking; 
the e n ­ 
vironment has been polluted by 
the uninhibited beichmgs 
of 
prosperity; some citie^ a re 
decaying. 
And 
there exists a 
great 
conflict that threatens to cloud 
the bright areas and blacken the 
dark: 
The rising demand for money 
remain» on a collision course 
with a supply the government 
feels must not grow if the battle 


with inflation is to be won at all 
This demand for money is not 
simply for the satisfaction of 
luxurious appetites. It is for 
decent housing, better factories, 
slum control, the cleaning of 
rivers, better education, more 
c o m p e t i t i v e 
b u s i n e s s e s , 
defense. 
However, 
at 
this dizzying 
economic height, a peak that 
began with an ascent from a 
trough early in the 1960s, there 
seem ingly 
is 
not 
enough 
strength in the economy to 
correct the deficiences. Inflation 
has sapped it. 
The antidote to inflation is to 
reduce 
dem and, 
or 
more 
precisely, to thwart the ability to 
make demands on the economy 
by taking away the means, 
which is money. 
In the present environment, 
however, the needs obviously 
are so great that they continue 
fighting The tug-o-war for the 
available money is intense: to 
fight a war, to win contracts, to 
buy cars — by government, 
business and individuals. 
As the scrap evolves, interest 
rates — which are the prices of 
money — are soaring to all-time 
highs, with these results: 


Municipalities cannot afford 
to borrow for social needs; the 
housing industry, unable to 
compete for money at such high 
rates, is failing to meet its 
goals; money is being drained 
from ttj| stock market. 


In recent weeks, securities 
analysts have recom m ended 
certain companies as good in­ 
vestments because their ear­ 
nings were solid and 
their 
prospects bright. Stocks of these 
com panies, 
however, 
have 
failed to respond. Why** 
Some economists answer that 
many millions of dollars are 
being drained from the stock 
market for those higher returns 
elsewhere, and suggest that as 
long as interest rates rise the 
stock m arket, despite good 
values, will fall. 


That’s why the very bright sun 
that shines oc so much of 
American life also casts long 
shadows that make economists 
cringe and bundle up for a long 
winter

and use new and excellent sci­ 
entific equipment for safety. 
Mountain climbing probably 
has fewer accidents than the 
body-contact sports, but all 
sports carry with them some 
degree of injury. Most injuries 
in all sports can usually be 
traced to poor training, inad­ 
equate conditioning, bad equip­ 
ment, and personal careless­ 
ness Unless these factors are 
taken into consideration, ac­ 
cidents are invited. 
I believe you will gain a 
great sense of security if your 
son will first have a complete 
medical examination. The ab­ 
sence of any heart, lung, or 
circulatory conditions will al­ 
low him to enjoy this sport. 
There is no chance that it will 
in any way affect his later 
health other than to give him 
greater strength, agility, and 
confidence. 
As 
one 
who 
climbed a great deal during 
medical school, I recall the 
tremendous joy and gratifica­ 
tion it gave me. I hope you 
encourage your son to seek 
this pleasure. His coach un­ 
doubtedly will keep him with­ 
in the bounds of safety.

Is there more than one type 
of high blood pressure? 
Mrs. J M . Maryland 
Dear Mrs. ML: It is a mis­ 
take to believe that high blood 
pressure, or hypertension, is in 
itoeif a disease It is not High 


blood pressure is a symptom 
of some underlying condition, 
and therefore its control must 
necessarily depend on finding 
that basic disorder. Only then 
can high blood pressure be 
properly kept in check. 
From a technical point of 
view, physicians think of high 
blood pressure, or hyperten­ 
sion, as being of two types 
Organic hypertension may be 
traced to conditions th a t in­ 
volve the circulatory system, 
the kidneys, and the hormone 
or endocrine, system. A tten­ 
tion, therefore, is devoted tc 
these organs and corree tec 
whenever possible. The other 
type of hyperténsion is known 
as the "essential** type By far 
the largest group falls into 
this category. 
There was a time not many 
years ago when high blood 
pressure caused a considerable 
amount of 
concern. Today, 
with many of the remarkable 
drugs that are available, with 
rigid dietary control, with loss 
of weight, and with the ab­ 
sence of tobacco, many cases 
of hypertension can be kept 
in excellent control and freed 
from the threat of complica­ 
tions. 


Anxiety about high blood 
pressure needs the constant re­ 
assurance of the doctor. This 
is most importan t because too 
many people with this condi­ 
tion unnecessarily live in the 
world of terror and even pat­ 
tern their lives around a con­ 
dition whose seriousness must 
be recognized and treated but 
should not destroy their per­ 
sonal happiness.

TALES 


In the midst of all this flooding, there still is a chance to go out and 


wet a line. If I might recall several years ago say, 1964, Shasta Lake 
experienced the same filling. lam not sure because I haven't been up 
there but it would be my guess that if it's anything like '64 and '65, the 
fishing will be good starting now. The area around the dam will have 
warmer waters near the top of the lake level. This in turn causes the 
kamloops and other fish to come to the surface and start their 
feeding on whatever is or looks like a thread fin. The smallmouth 
bass will normally be hi the rocky areas and should be hitting good 
also starting now. 


Mill, Deer, and Antelope Creeks are prime spots for steelhead for 


the next few days. Then after that, possibly nothing. The river is 
finished for quite sometime. 


The flooding on the Sacramento River is expected to create some 


channel changes here and there. New snags will prevail and lots of 
driftwood now all over the place. I also notice an abundance of sand 
in places where the water has receded. Haven't seen much fish ac- 
tivity though. It might be well to mention that if any of you boaters 
has been running your motors in this flood water for extended 
periods, you might check your impeller pump because the high 
concentration of sand in the flood water will cause it to wear out fast. 
Usually Bill Garrett or Loyd Smith always carry assorted impellers 
and they are not as expensive as the motor when it overheats.

APPARENTLY, CARSWELL 
will not face the criticism that 
Judge Haynesworth did in 
connection 
with 
financial 
dealings and alleged adverse 
union decisions 
But already, 
segregationist statem ents by 
Carswell made 22 years ago are 
being used against him. 
The unofficial word on Capitol 
Hill is that it will take more than 
this to bring rejection by the 
Senate 
Some 
Republican 
senators who voted against 
Haynesworth’s nomination are 
anxious to get back in the good 
graces of President Nixon. And 
also, both Republicans and 
Democrats 
who 
opposed 
Haynesworth are still feeling 
some heat from constituents 
Of the senators queried by this 
reporter, the majority said they 
would await the results of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
which must first pass on the 
nomination before making a 
comment. A few indicated 
strongly they would favor 
confirmation, and none said 
they would oppose it. 
An indication of sentiment at 
this time might be found in 
statements by Sens. John Mc­ 
Clellan of Arkansas and John 
Tower of Texas, and Sens. Alan 
Bible and Howard Cannon of 
Nevada. 
SENATOR BIBLE said he 
intends to vote for confirmation.

SEN. TOWER said he was 
1 confident the president had 
nominated “an eminent jurist of 


impeccable background,” that 
the

pledge” to bring more balance 
to the court, and that he expects 
to support the nomination. 
Sens. Tower and McClellan, 
Republican 
and 
Democrat 
respectively, not only voted for 
the Haynesworth confirmation 
but both gave strong supporting 
speeches from the floor of the 
Senate 
Sen. Stuart Symington of 
Missouri said 
he 
“ almost 
always” 
votes to confirm 
presidential nominees but would 
await the hearing results before 
deciding in the Carswell case 
He voted against Haynesworth, 
as did Missouri’s other senator, 
Thomas Eagleton who was one 
of the most ardent opponents. 
Others withholding comment 
until after the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee hearings were Sen. J. W. 
Fullbright of Arkansas, Sens
